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1* As a result of the cessation of supplies from the Western Zones* the shortage 
of raw materials for the railroads is now acute. The nest serious bottleneck 
in the repair and new production of rolling stock is the lack of white ratals 
(Lagersnetallen) , since even the small quantities of tin* barium r-nd zinc for 
addition to lead are lacking, * 

2. The lack of coupling hooka, buffer springs, lubricating pads and other fittings 
is presenting repaired rolling stock in the shops fresa boing put into service. 

This lack* particularly of steel blocks for rolling into girders and nefcal sheets., 
is jeopardising the projected now construction of 14,0C0 freight cars ; 

3* Ho plans are known to exist for the incroaso of the capacity of the railroad 
lines to the ports of Rostock, Warnec&nde and Wismar, 

4* The only deliveries of railroad cars on Soviet reparations "cccouht we #th mentioning 
have cone, up to the present, f roa WU11AG Gbrlitz, Busch-Hr.ufeon, and the 
Waggonfabrik Wiener. The latter has now stopped railroad err pr&duetion end lias 
boon converted into a shipyard. The railroad car factories in Amnendorf. Weimar, 
and Desna m resumed building cars only recently and h-ave not yet produced any 
largo nurbor. They have tip to the present beon concerned primarily with the,

5. Ho deliveries of newly-built cars have yet been made hr German firms in the Soviet 
Zone for German use, because of the shortage of materials. Repairs to German 
i'olling stock heve been effected by salvaging still usable parts from old 
rejected cars* 

6. Work on the line between Berlin and Marienbom has been partly delayed by the 
lack of ties, roils, and small iron parts (fish-plates, rail screws, base plates 
and tie screws)* 

To The Berlin-; lagdeburg line is open to normal passenger traffic. The repair work 
is mainly affecting the Llagdeburg-Ttorienborn line, which is closed to all traffic 
except ditty trains ar.d work trains. 
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'The gang© between Berlin and Brest Litovsk Is 1*435 mm. The gauge changes at 
Frost Litovsk. Because of the limited cfi| \city of bridges, and tracks the greatest 
permissible axle load for cars and locomotives using this line Is 16 tons 
(8 tons per wheel). The greatest permissible weight per meter for rolling stock 
allowed on this line is 3*6 tone/maters; the weight per ms ter means here the 
weight of the car itself plus the weight of the load* divided by the length 
of the car 5 including the buffers «
